Manafort guilty on 8 fraud charges

ALEXANDRIA, VA. - A jury 
found former Trump cam- 
paign chairman Paul Manafort 
guilty Tuesday on tax and bank 
fraud charges — a major if not 
complete victory for special 
counsel Robert Mueller as he 
continues to investigate the 
president’s associates. 

Thejury convicted Manafort 
oneight ofthe 18 counts against 
him and said it was deadlocked 
on the other 10. U.S. District 
Judge T.S. Ellis declared a mis- 


trial on those charges. 

Wearing a black suit, 
Manafort stood impassively, 
his hands folded in front of 
him, and showed little reac- 
tion as the clerk read the word 
“guilty” eight separate times. 
As through most of the three- 
week trial, Manafort showed 
no emotion as he looked at the 
six women and six men who 
convicted him. 

President Donald Trump 
reacted to the verdict by 
denouncing Mueller’s investi- 
gation. “Paul Manafort’s agood 
man,” Trump told reporters in 
West Virginia. The verdict, he 
said, “doesn’t involve me but I 


still feel, you know, it’s a very 
sad thing that happened.” 

He pointed out that the 
charges in Manafort’s case did 
not involve Mueller’s core mis- 
sion of investigating Russian 
interference in the 2016 elec- 
tion and whether any Ameri- 
cans conspired with those 
efforts. “This is a witch hunt 
that ends in disgrace,” he said. 

For Trump, the outcome of 
Manafort’s trial was only half of 
a double-barreled blast of bad 
news Tuesday. Shortly after 
the verdict was read, the presi- 
dent’s former longtime attor- 
ney Michael Cohen pleaded

NEW YORK- Michael Cohen, 
President Donald Trump’s 
former lawyer, made the 
extraordinary admission in 
court on Tuesday that Trump 
had directed him to arrange 
payments to two women dur- 
ing the 2016 campaign to keep 
them from speaking publicly 
about affairs they said they 
had with Trump. 

Cohen acknowledged the 
illegal payments while plead- 
ing guilty to breaking campaign 
finance laws and other charges, 
a litany of crimes that revealed 
both his shadowy involvement 
in Trump’s circle and his own 
corrupt business dealings. 

He told a judge in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Manhattan that 
the payments to the women 
were made “in coordination 
with and at the direction of a 
candidate for federal office.” 

“T participated in this con- 
duct, which on my part took 
place in Manhattan, for the 
principal purpose of influenc- 
ing the election” for president 
in 2016, Cohen said. 

The plea represented a piv- 
otal moment in the investiga- 
tion into the president, and 
the scene in the Manhattan 
courtroom was remarkable. 
Cohen, a longtime lawyer for 
Trump — and loyal confidant 
— described in plain-spoken 
language how Trump worked 
with him to cover up a poten- 
tial sex scandal that Trump 
feared would endanger his 
rising candidacy.

This winter 
might drift 
from wild 
to mild side

After being walloped with 
arelentless winter last season, 
Minnesotans could be in for a 
reprieve. 

A milder and drier season is 
upon us after the long, record- 
breaking snowy winter, accord- 
ing to the Old Farmer’s Alma- 
nac predictions out this week. 

“Winter has not been can- 
celed,” said local meteorolo- 
gist Paul Douglas. “But the odds 
for a gentle, kinder winter have 
gone up. ... Hopefully, this can 
cheer you up a little.” 

The almanac announced its 
yearly winter predictions call- 
ing for above-normal tempera- 
tures almost everywhere in the 
United States, except for the 
Southwest where it’s expected 
to be colder than normal. 

What’s behind this milder 
prediction? The expected 
arrival of a weak El Nifio 
warming pattern.

State report tackles affordable housing crisis

Minnesota needs to build 
thousands of extra homes per 
year to alleviate an affordable 
housing crunch, a problem state 
officials hope to tackle with a 
long list of possible solutions. 

The scope of the crisis was 
laid out Tuesday by members 
of a task force, created by Gov. 


Mark Dayton last year, that 
presented a menu of 30 ideas 
that address the gap between 
the cost of housing and what 
Minnesotans can afford. The 
suggestions included addi- 
tional state and local funding, 
reconsideration of government 
regulations, ways to grow the 
local construction industry, 
incentives for landlords and 
protection for tenants. 


“This report is really a start- 
ing point,” said Minnesota 
Housing Commissioner Mary 
Tingerthal. “It is acall to action.” 

Dayton acknowledged that 
there is not much he can do 
in his remaining months in 
office to tackle the issue, but 
said the report and its many 
recommendations could be a 
resource for his successor and

Paulsen, Phillips spar on 
immigration, health care

USS. Rep. Erik Paulsen and 
DFL challenger Dean Phillips 
clashed over health care, tax 
reform, immigration and other 
issues, trading barbs Tuesday 
in the first debate of their 
increasingly heated fight for a 
Minnesota House seat. 

The debate at a St. Louis 
Park hotel quickly grew testy, 
with both candidates attacking 


the other almost immediately. 
Paulsen, a Republican, refer- 
enced Phillips’ personal wealth 
when he said that people who 
are not millionaires should be 
able to run for Congress, while 
Phillips pressed Paulsen to 
reject campaign donations from 
interest groups and hit him for 
voting for most of President 

Donald Trump’s agenda. 
“Pll stand up to my own 
party,” Paulsen said, whether
